On receipt of information about the movement of a gang 
of hostiles on 15th August, 1973, Subedar Dbaramoal was 
detailed to lead a party for capturing the hostiles. The 
raiding party reached the place, where the hostiles were 
expected to cross a river, after a march of six hours through 
thick jungle. TTiey laid ambush and remained there for one 
day without spotting the hostile gang. The next day they 
were informed that the hostile party had crossed the river 
at a different place and were resting in a hide out, Subedar 
Dharampat acted with foresight and imagination and leaving 
a stop behind, crossed the flooded river along with his column. 
In order to take the hostiles by surprise, he quiefly laid a 
siege of the hide out, and t.akinB a rifleman with him, crawled 
towards the hostile sentry. Other members of the raiding 
party also dosed up slowly as instmeted. Unmindful of the 
danger. Subedar Dharampal attacked the sentry with a 
lightening speed and over-powered him. Other hostiles were 
surrounded by other members of the raiding column. In the 
meantime one of the hostiles, who was carrying a weapon, 
jumped into nearby steep nallah and made a desperate effort 
to escape. .Subedar Dharampal jumped in the nallah in his 
pursuit followed by two riflemen. He laid a siege of the 
place and combed the area till midnight inspilc of heavy 
downpour and the iu.ngie infested with leeches and snaktrs.

9. JC 71505 Naib Subedar GURDAS RAM, 

Mahar Regiment. 

Naib Subedar Gurdas Ram was commanding a platoon of 
an Infantry Battalion in Nagaland, which was given the task 
of locating and destroying the hide outs of the hostiles. He 
organised his platoon into groups and planned the search. 
On the 8th May, 1974. in the process of search, the leading 
scotrt detected two civilians silting in a kheti hut. Naib 
Subedar Gurdas Ram rushed forward and soon noticed the 
persons running away, which confirmed the doubt of their 
being the hostiles. He ordered bis men to chase one of them 
and himself dashed towards the other. In his chase down 
hill, Naib Subedar Gurdas Ram came across a sheer drop 
of about 25 feet. Unmindful of the danger, he jumped and 
continued chasing the hostile. When the distance between 
the two bad reduced to about 70 yards and he could see him 
clearly, Naib Subedar Gurdas Ram fired two bursts from his 
sten on the escaping suspect from bis hip position. The 
hostile fell lifeless. 

In this action, Naib Subedar Gurdas Ram displayed 
exemplary courage and exceptional devotion to duty in the 
highest traditions of the Army. 

10. JC 61939 Naib Subedar BINDHOj LIMBU, 

Assam Rifles. 

On the 28th April, 1974, information was received that 
some hostiles with weapons were hiding in an area in village 
Maite in Mizoram. Naib Subedar Bindhoj Limbu immediately 
collected two sec lions and set off for the area. After a long 
march of seventeen miles, he arrived at the village and com- 
menced screening. Though short of men. he ensured that all 
exits were scaled and no one was allowed to escape. By his 
perseverance and tenacity, he, was able to elicit information 
about the weapons from the villagers and ultimately succeeded 
in his efforts and recovered some arras on the 2nd May. 
1974, 

In this action, Naib Subedar Bindhoj I.inibii displayed 
exemplary courage, deterniination and exceptional devotion 
to duty in the highest traditions of the Army. 
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11. 9092.^71 Battalion Havildar Major ONKAR SINGH, 
Jammu and Kashmir Militia. 

On the 11th June, 1973, a battalion of Jammu and Kashinir 
Militia wati ordered to breach Pakistani mines in front of 
Bimplc, a dominating point ahead of one of our pickets, so 
as to establish an observation post on the Bump. No eirgi- 
neers were, however, available with the unit for this task. 
Battalion Havildar Major Onkar Singh who had done Field 
Engineer Cour.se, volunteered for the work and undertook 
the task with two Other Ranks. Disregarding all threats and 
danger from the enemy. Havildar Major Onkar Singh and his 
men not only cleared the entire bump of the mines but also 
established an ob.scrvation po.st thcic. Jn the process, one of 
his jawans was injured by a mine blast. He tore off his pagri 
to use the piece as a bandage and brought the casualty on 
his back to a safe place. After completion of this task ho 
and the other jawan concentrated on left spur of Pimple which 
was also covered by enemy mines. J hey succeeded in clearing 
the whole area of the mines. 

In this action. Battalion Havildar Major Onkar Singh dis- 
played exemplary courage, determination and exceptional 
devotion to duty in the highest traditions of the Army. 

12, 334.5206 Havildtfr BALDEV SINGH, 

Sikh Regiment. 

On the 11th July, 1974, on receiving information that a 
hostile leader was camping in an area in Nagaland, a raid was 
planned. Havildar Baldev Singh was commanding the loading 
section of the parly organised to apprehend the hostile leader. 
The party was divided into three groups and it approached 
the camping site of the hostile through difficult and circuitous 
routes. A man was seen ruiming out of the camp. The party 
commander opened fire on the person. Havildar Baldev Singh 
led the charge, with complete disregard to his personal .safely 
and killed the hostile leader. 

In this action, Havildar Baldev Singh displayed courage and 
exceptional devolion to duly in the best traditions of the 
Indian Army. 


13, 33.50507 Havildar NIRANJAN SINGH, 

Sikh Regimenl, 

On the 20lh June, 1971, information was received at the 
High Altitude Warfare School that a troop carrying convey 
vehicles had fallen over the precipice into a chasm near Zojila. 
A rescue party of one officer and 8 instructors of the High 
Altitude Warfare School immediately set out for the site where 
the accident occurred. Despite bad weather, icy winds and 
restricted visibility the rescue party reached the site of the 
accident when it was completely dark. They were told that 
there was only one live casualty down below. The party 
decided to make every possible elfort to rescue him. The 
quickest route to reach the casualty was by a direct descent 
of over 500 feet over precipitous and dangerous scree covered 
terrain. 

Havildar Niranjan Singh, with complete disregard to his 
personal safety, volunteered to go down. A rope was 
anchored, and with cool courage, he began the dangerous 
descent along an almost vertical slope. On reaching the 
casualty, he surmised correctly that speed was of paramount 
importance as the condition of the ca.sualty was deteriorating 
rapidly. Within 15 minutes under the constant danger of fall- 
ing stones, be had Ihe.casiualty properly tied to the stretcher. 
Two repelling ropes were attached lo the stretcher and then 
began the most dangerous part of tlie mission. Very gradually 
the stretcher was lifted and moved upwards. He managed to 
bring the stretcher u.p to the last pitch where the stretcher 
had to be pulled over a 90 degree retaining wall. Half way 
up. the stretcher got stuck. Havildar Niranjan Singh hauled 
himself up lo the stretcher and holding the rope between his 
teeth worked the stretcher loose at great personal risk. The 
following morning he again returned to participate in the 
dangerous mission of recovering the dead bodies. 

In this action, Havildar Niranjan Singh displayed courage 
and exceptional devotion lo duty in keeping with the besi 
traditions of the Indian Army, 


14. 2853685 Naik MADHO SINGH, 

Rajputana Rifles. 

On the night of the 16th October. 1973, a company 
column of an Infantry Battalion was assigned the task of 
raiding a camp of the hostiles. Naik Madho Singh was a 
member of this party, leading one of the sections. The party 
reached the area of the hide out after a march of 12 hours 
through cross country mountainous terrain. The Column 
Commander divided the troops into four parties and planned 
simultaneous attack by two of the parties. Naik Madho 
Smgh was with one of the attacking parties. The last 500 
yards distance up to the camp was very sleep and covered 
with thick growlb. Naik Madho Singh, managed to reach 
near the hide out close to the sentry. Without losing tirnc, 
he pounced on the sentry, snatched his rifle and caught him. 
In the meantime, other hostiles fled the camp leaving behind 
arms and ammunition. 

In this action, Naik Madho Singh displayed courage and 
exceptional devotion to duty in the best traditions of the 
Army. 

15. 1423474 Naik KUNWAR PAL SINGH, 

Engineers. 

While employed with an Engineer Regiment Naik Kunwar 
Pill Singhj was assigned the task of a very important nature. 
He personally led the team of the Task Force and worked 
ceaselessly with zeal, perseverance and tenacity. With a 
high sense of purpose, rcsourccfulness and diligence, he nut in 
sustained elforts to accomplish the task well within the time 
schedule. 

In this action, Naik Kunwar Pal Singh displayed exemplary 
courage and exceptional devolion to duly in the highest tradi- 
tions of the Army. 

16. 9204792 Naik AMARJIT SINGH. 

Miihar Regiment. 

Naik Amarjit Singh was a member of an ambush party 
of an Infantry Battalion which was given the task of blocking 
an expected exit route of the hostiles during an operation 
launched on 2nd September 1974 in the area west of Yora- 
baini in Phek District. When the party came under effective 
automatic fire from the hostiles, Naik Amarjit Singh who was 
in the lead, instantaneously charged the hostiles with his sten 
gun. Unnerved by this attack, the hostiles started running 
into the jungle. While Naik Amarjit Singh closed in to the 
position from where the hostiles were firing, he came under 
lire from his left. Undeterred, he again charged towards the 
hostiles firing from his sten gu.n. This timely and courageous 
action resulted in the capture of a hostile along with arms 
and ammunition. 

In this action. Naik Amarjit Singh displayed courage and 
exceptional devotion to duty in keeping with the best tradi. 
tions of the Army. 

17. 131812 Naik KHIM KHOLET KUKI, 

Assam Rifles. 

On receipt of information about the presence of some 
hostiles near village Longching, a column of Assam Rifles 
was given the task of searching and raiding the hideout of 
hostiles. The column set out from their post on the 8th 
September, 1973, and reached the outskirts of village Chang- 
lang before dawn. The exact location of the hostiles was 
not known, but it was suspected that they were hiding in one 
of the kheti huts. The column was divided into three sec- 
tions. The main column consisting of two sections was to 
fan out and search, while descending the slope of the hill 
Naik Khim Kholet Kuki led one of fliesc sections. It was 
noticed that some smoke was emitting from one of the kheti 
huts on the slope downhill. Soon afterwards, three hostiles 
were seen running out of the hut trying to escape downhill. 
Naik Kuki spotted them and shouted at them to stop and 
siiiTcndtr. At this the hostiles turned and fired and fled 
west wards downhill. Naik Kuki urged his section to chase the 
hostiles. Regardless of personal safety he led the chase and 
killed one of the fleeing hostiles, with his sten gun. The 
.successful action by the column led to the elimination of the 
notorious underground leader and two other hostiles and the 
capture of three weapons and several rounds of alnmunitionr 
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III this aclion, Nftik Khim Kholet Kuki displayed courage 
and exceptional devotion to duty in the best tradi ions of the 
Arniy. 

18. 1420y6 Lance Naik MAHABIR PRASAD, , 

Assam Rifles. 

On the 20th Jtily, 1973, a s];^cial patrol party consisting of 
15 Other Ranks, led by a Junior Commissioned Officer of a 
batlLdion of Assam Rifles, was assigned the ta.sk of capturing 
some hostiles, who were operating in Phet village of Naga- 
land, in connection with collection of funds and forcible 
recruitment to the hostile ranks. Lance Naik Mahabir Prasad 
who was leading a scout party left iho post to counter the 
movements of the hostiles. When the party reached the 
vicinity of the house, where the hostiles were hiding, they 
were hied upon. Lance Naik Mahabir Prasad, unmindful 
of the strength of the hostiles, immediately returned the 
tire. With grim determination and exemplary grit, he charged 
at the house. Firing from the hip position he killed two 
hostiles and severely injured two others. Though he himself 
sustained hullet injuries in his arm and thigh, he single 
hnndedly overpowered the gang of the hostiles. 

In this action, Lance Naik Mahabir Prasad dwplayed ex- 
emplary courage and exceptional devotion to duty in the 
highest traditions of the Army. 

19. 5838180 Rifleman DIL BAHADUR CHHETRI, 
Goi'kha Rifles. 

Relleman Dil Bahadur Chhetri was a member of a patrol 
party detailed to raid a hostiles’ camp located in a thick 
forc.st in Nagaland, which was guarded by an armed sentry, 
lie was .selected as a leading scout of the parly deployed to 
silence tlic sen I'y guarding the hide out. The task was full of 
risk and involved hazardous crawl along the only track 
through the thick forest over a steep gradient. He led his 
team to the position most carefully, when he suddenly found 
himself face to face wiih the sentry, who had already cocked 
his lifle, ready to fire from behind, a stone sangar. He 
immediately leapt upon the hostile sentry and ’simultaneously 
opened lire. The sentry was killed but the other hostiles in 
the camp opened up intensive fire. Undet^'ered he charged 
forward with the party and caused utter confusion in the 
hostiles camp. Several hostiles were killed in the raid and 
large quanLilies of ammunition and other stores were 
recovered. , 

In this aclion. Rifleman Dil Bahadur Chhetri displayed 
c.vemplary courage and exeeptional devotion to duty in the 
higest traditions of the Army. 

20. 4(145669 Rifleman SHIB SINGH NEGI, 

Garhwal Rille.5, 

On the 26lh April 1974, Rifleman Shib Singh Negi was 
detailed to proceed on a Joint Army-Border Security Force 
patrol along the line of Actual Control in the Western Sector. 
When the party was proceeding towards one of our own posts, 
the enemy suddenly opened Light Machine Gun and Medium 
Machine Gun cross-fire, in which the patrol leader, a Border 
Security Force Sub Inspector was badly wounded. Being 
incapacitated, he lay trapped tinder the fire from the enemy 
guns. The patrol party, however, crawled to safety. Rifle- 
man Shib ftingh Negi realising the danger to the life of the 
patrol leader, dashed back to him, in utter di'Sregard to his 
personal safety, and placing Ihc casualty on his back, crawled 
op to the place where the rest of our troops had taken 
position, 

In this action. Rifleman Shib Singh Negi displayed e.xcep- 
tlonal courage and devotion to duty of very high order in the 
best traditions of the Army, 

21. 1420fll Rifleman PUKH BAHADUR, 

Assam Rifles. 

Rifleman Pukh Bahadur was deployed as Light Machine 
Gun number one of a patrol party of Assam Rifles, which 
was on duty in a post in Nagaland. On the 22nd June, 1973, 
a group of hostiles was noticed moving into the area. Appre- 
ciating the situation, the letwler of the patrol party, ordered 
his Light Machine Gun group to give covering fire so ithat 
the rest of the part^ could launch an assault on the hostile*. 
This move was noticed by the hostiles, who opened fire with 
their automatic weapons. In order to avoid any loss to the 
patrol party. Rifleman Pukh Bahadur ordered the Light 


h^aichine Gun group to rush towards the hostiles and he 
himself led the fire. This determined effort unnerved the 
hostiles and forced them to run. Rifleman Pukh Bahadur 
gave them hot chase down the hill. In the process, one hostile 
wa* killed and another was wounded, who also succumbed 
to injuries later. Subsequently, it was also revealed that two 
more hostiles were injured in the operation, 

In this action, Rifleman Pukh Bahadur displayed courage 
and exceptional devotion to duty. 

22. 150697 Rifleman KHARKA BAHADUR CHHETRY, 
Assam Rifles, 

On the night of the 18th/19th April, 1973, Rifleman 
Kharka Bahadur Chhetry was working as the leading scout 
with a patrol parly in Nagaland. The patrol was given the 
task of searching, locating and raiding a hostiles hide-out. 
Rifleman Chhetry guided the patrol to the suspected area 
through a difficult approach avoiding the likely places of 
hostile sentries. He along with the patrol leader and four 
men immediately charged the hideout without waiting for the 
remaining patrol to join them. Their prompt action surprised 
the hostiles who lied into the jungle under the cover of 
darkness. The bold and courageous action of Rifleman 
Chhetry resulted in the recovery of a big haul of arms and 
ammunition. 

In this action, Rifleman Kharka Bahadur Chhetry displayed 
exceptional courage and devotion to duty. 

23. 1450792 Sapper JAGTAR SINGH, 

61 Engineer Regiment. 

While employed wilh an Engineer Regiment, Sapper Jagtar 
Singh was assigned the task of a very important nature. He 
worked ceaselessly with zeal, prcscveranco and tenacity. With, 
dedication to duty, resourcefulness and diligence, he put in 
sustained efforts to accomplish the task within the time 
schedule. 

Sapper Jagtar Singh thus displayed great courage and 
exceptional devotion to duty in the best traditions of the 
Army. 

24. 13818555 Sepoy (Driver) KESAVAN 

BALAK RLSHNAN, {Posthumous) 

Army Service Corps. 

Sepoy (Driver) Kesavan Balakrishnan was one of the 
drivers of an Army Service Corps Company, specially selected 
for winter slocking and conveyance of troops to Gurez Sector. 
On the 7lh October, 1973, Sej^y Balakrishnan proceeded 
wilh his vehicle loaded with military stores and a Border 
Security Force Head Constable on co-drivers seat. Four 
other Border Security Force personnel were travelling in the 
vehicle. While negotiating a sharp bend, the steering of the 
vehicle got locked and the vehicle went slightly off road. 
Sepoy Balakrishnan applied brakes but as the ground was 
slippery due to snow-fall, the vehicle went sliding down 
towards the deep nalla. Realising the stark and imminent 
danger, he shouted for others to get off while he himself 
continued to make desperate attempts to control and save 
the vehicle. The passengers warned in time immediately 
jumped out for safety. The vehicle slid down the steep slope 
and had an almost vertical fall into the naUa. Sepoy Bala- 
krishnan sustained sever© injuries to which he later succumbed 
in the hospital. He, thus saved the Uve.s of 5 Border Security 
Force co-passcnger.i and did not forsake the vehicle to save 
his own life.

2. The terms of reference of the committee will lie as 
follows ; 

(1) To review all cases of coal mines where operations 
are being carried out under areas which arc water- 
logged and having fires, examine whether adequate 
safety measures have been adopted and suggest, 
where necessary, steps that slrould be taken to make 
the mining completely safe; 

(2) To analyse the causes of accidents in coal mines 
and consider the adequacy of the measures adopted 
by the mining organisations to remove those causes 
and prevent recurrence of the accidents; 


(3) To review the existing arrangements for safety and 
rescue and recovery operations in coal mines; and 

(4) To recommend steps that should be taken to improve 
safety consciousness and arrangements for safety 
and rescue and recovery operations in the 
nationalised coal mines. 

3. The committee should submit its report to the Govern- 
ment as early as possible and not later than 30th April,
